And it must bo 
highly gratifying to know that ihoso 
oar reprosontiUivos aro bringing no 
di8crodil n|)OU the Pacific rrovinco. In 
tho presH, by 'Speoial Oorrcependeots' 
and in privulo loLtorB tboy are favor- 
ably mentioned, aod appear to win gold- 
en opinions wherever Ihoy go. In trath 
our only fear now ia thai ibey nro in 
Bomo danger of being spoiled, lu ad- 
dition 10 liio oibbr obvious advantagoB 
ol having our Province better and more 
favorably knowu on the Atlftnlio Bide 
ot tbe continent, we cannot lo?o sigbl 
of the poliliottl advontagepj regarded 
from a Federal point ol view. The 
rc:idor cannot biivo forgoilen tbb unkind 
ihingB enid about ua lust year in Par- 
liament^ when such adeeperaio attempt 
was made to rotnsoadmiSBion upon what 
vere, in tbis couoiry ut least, regarded 
as fair and equitable terms ; and It i$ 
only faif- to luo Opposition lO nEsume 
that at IcQBt some of ita inombors were 
ignoraiit of Lbo real character and value 
of the country they would then have 
diecardod — possibly, lorover lost to the 
CroWD. tint it would lako a bolder 
man than even Mackenz'e lo stand up 
in Parlicmont now and allude to British 
Columbia as a sea of mountains with 
only Ion acres of arable land and a mere 
handful of people.

who, having had capacity to found an 
Empi.'o.arc preeminently liUed ;o guide 
its affpire. Thus onr liepresentativos 
have not been nselessly spondiDg ihei r 
time before tbe meeting ot i^arliameni; 
aad we feel well assured thoy will not 
be Bseleasly present in the House, Cl 
the namoroos fiatteriog notices of our 
representatives and indiciUions ol '.ho 
fruits of tbe'r clTorts on behalf of the 
Pacific Province, we give the coucludiny 
remarks of the Hamilton ' Spectator, a 
journal by no means given to indulging 
in empty oomplimentB : — 'JL/iko all ihe 
Britihh Columbians we have met here, 
Messrs. CarrnU and Ttoojpsoii aro gen- 
tlemen of notable ability, with all ihe 
dashing energy wbicn seems native to 
tbe atmosphere of the far west. As in- 
formation accamulatea it becomes more 
and more evident tlmt Briiibh Colam«' 
bia ia a most valuable acqoesitiou to the 
Dominion, and instead of Uie terms ot 
her admission being a buidou bur con- 
tribution to the revenue alono will ere 
long make ita monetary gain.'
